"The Sentinel last Sun lay took 
occasion to point out the absurdity 
and injustice of taunting Socialism 
with the rascalities of Mayor 
Schmitz of San Francisco, Sclunitz 
having erred as a ifiaii and not as 
a Socialist, Socialism as a doctrine 
having to ^ with the kind of faults 
he committed. 

“We arc now glad in faimess to 
say further, after independent in¬ 
vestigation, that still iiarder injus¬ 
tice seems to have been done to the 
Socialist .party in this instance. In 
the party sense, Schmitz is not and 
never has been a SociMist at all. 
Whatever may be his doctrinal 
leanings (if be has any at all w<»th 
mentioning), be has never, accord¬ 
ing to our informant on the spot, 
belonged to any Socialistic organ- 
izatkm: “He b^n as a republican, 
then joined labor union party and 
was elected by union votes." 

"Our first reference to Sidimitz in 
this connection was in the interest 
of fairness to political opponents, 
and on the assumption that the com¬ 
mon impression of the convicted 
mayor as a “professing Socialist” 
was correct. We still say, as be¬ 
fore. that even had Schmitz been a 
Socialist, the kind of faults he com¬ 
mitted were human faults, having 
no relation whatever to the doc¬ 
trines of Socialism. 

If our Socialist opponents will be 
as fair tn us as .we have tried to 
be to them in this matter we shall be 
satisfiol." 

We hasten to acknowledge the 
justice of the above correction, 
which is all the more notable in that 
the Sentinel is the acknowledged 
plutocratic organ in Milwaukee and 
Wlsoonsin, and as such naturally 
opposes Socialism. But we can re¬ 
spect an opponent that opposes ns 
fair means. But will the Mil¬ 
waukee Journal, the Evening Wis¬ 
consin and the Free Press be as 
fair in the Schmitz matter! 

Our meddlesome president seems 
to have steppedintoawaspnestwhen 
he made hu wholesale attack on the 
writers of animal stories. Jack Lon¬ 
don has shown that in ordtf to make 
his attack on him Roosevelt has 
misstated the facts in the books 
qimted after the manner of the old 
trick of tetring up a man of straw 
that is easily knocked down.

"Tbe 
issue between you and me." he says, 
in a published letter to the president,

personal honor. You have used the 
enormous influence of your official 
pcwtbn to discredit me as a nuu, to 
mjure my reputation, and incident¬ 
al^ to m^ a pm man even poorer 
(a poor man is an "undcsirabk 
citizen.” by tBe way!) by destroy- 
i^if possible,the aodinfloence 
dfhis work.

The bankruptcy of some small 
portions of the present Socialist 
movement in this country is well set 
forth in the above. Such a confes¬ 
sion of incompetence to meet the 
problems that stand between man¬ 
kind and the co-operative common¬ 
wealth I It is so much easier to 
play the sectarian role, spont So¬ 
cialism in glittering generalities and 
avoid the present strife and the 
eternal fight that leads to the goal. 
But there is a haven for such pitiful 
impossibilism and it is so well 
known that we need not name the 
party. There should be no place 
for such impotence in ouf party and 
if these comrades feel tliat they cu- 
not grapple with capitalism' near 
at hand and by meus of political 
action they owe it to mankind to 
step aside and not encumber the 
way. For, of course, this phrase¬ 
mongering about "revolutionary” 
action spells mistrust of political 
action in the final analysis. It is 
the mad idea that the workers can 
emancipate themselves by general 
strikes at the present unorganized 
time, by revolts and barricades and 
by a cataclysm from which in some 
fatalistic way the working class is 
to bnd right side up with care and 
find—presto, change 1—industry or¬ 
ganized for the new era without so 
much as a constructive tbouglu 
bothering their la^ minds. It is 
now up to Local Springfield, now 
that it has abandoned the fight, to 
step' aside and to let others take 
charge who are not to indifferent.

THEY NEED NOT WORRY!

W E have got so far in .America tliat jiublic opinion will no 
longer tolerate that men who have received franchises-from 
stale or city for the administr.-ilion of public ntililies-'-gas, 
water, electricity, street railways, etc.—shouM derive from 
these mofe than a ■‘reas"iiablc'' profit. 

This is ill no wise an attack on the capitalist system. Profit is 
expressly reeogiihed as a just element, only a certain limit must not l>e 
exceeded. 

♦ » » 

Yet some capitalists arc very much di'lurlied alx'ut the outcome of 
the "regulaliou.” 

James J. Hill, president of the Great Northern and“Merger''oftlie 
Northern Pacific, recently made a statement that it will take S5,ocxi,- 
ooo.ooo to cipilp the railways of the country to handle the freight ami 
(lasscnger traffic that the next ten years will develop. Now, he also 
claims that the goxcriiment will lie forced either to lend its credit lo the 
railway cor|H'rations or eBe assume the otenership of the raHteays. 

(ftlierwise, he says, the c.apital lor llicir improvement will not be 
made available. 

* • -> 

Mr. Hill cxjilains frankly that capitalists invest their nniney in 
railways for profit, not to remler a service to the public. If tliey can 
make more HHiiiey in oilier fields of exiiloilation they will seek to invest 
tbeir money where it will return tlic largest pn'fits consistent with 
safetv. 

If their profits arc to Iw curtailed ami their investments mqdc de¬ 
pendent iHHiii the decisions of rale commi.«s<incrsor legislative .acts, they 
will not invest in railw ay securities. I f private capital is to Ik; subject 
to the limitations of government regiilatioii, it must al.so lie given the 
government’s guaranty tliat the losses it nuy suffer w ill lie made gixad 
from the public treasury. 

Such is the argument of a great and successful capitalist. 

He is right. This is one of the difficulties of mixing a very little 
Sociali.sm with very iiiticli cajiitalism.

The Free Press attacks the provisions of the public utilities bill 
now before the legislature in .Madison. Wis. This bill gives tile mimici- 
pality the right to lake over the property of any public service corpora* 
tkm "at its then value" as determined by the commission, and accord¬ 
ing to the terms and conditions fixed by it. 

Says the Milnontee free Prerr: 

"U’hat ilocs the 'then tvliitf mean ? It may mean ‘Just comiien- 
satioii.’ It mav mean less tluin just compensation, which xvoidd lie an 
ftijusticc to tlie corporations; and we arc luA to supjKise that the 
emakers of this measure arc selicming to get the corporaiioii,s into the 
power of the municipalities, that they may be roblied.” 

It is all right for the corporations to roh the mnnicnxilities, Init for 
God’s sake do not put the cor|>orations into the power of the municijial- 
ities!

And what is worse, the courts accept the capitalization of the 
companies, whicli is ahr.ust always bogus, as true and real. 

. And moreover they regard tlic ecmmercial value of their title and 
of their franchise as property which can demand interest. 

Thus they have taken good care tliat the public utilities m.-ignatet 
sliall not be hurt.

What a difference thi.s can make will be seen from the followiiig 
example: 

A New York gas company has been ordered to rctlucc the price 
of 1000 cubic feet of gas to 80 cents. It thereupon Bpi>cale<l to the - 
courts with the claim that this price did not leave a “reasonable” profit. 

A referee appointed by the court admitted that the production cost of 
the gas V as 65 cents at the most. Hr further maintained tliat the invest¬ 
ment of the company liad an cstunatol value of $3i,oooxxx). 

Rut by an estimation of tbe frauchise-at $20,000,000 and by the rise 
in value of the conit>any's real estate, lie figured out a capital of $83,- 
000,000. For 31 millions, the |>rice of gas at 80 cents wqidd have given 
a moderate interest, but not for 83 millions. .And therefore he decided 
against the reduction of price. 

From this it follows that nothing will be gaine<l for the jnililic by 
the creation of commissions, so lung as it is nut acktxiwltdged that 
capiral is only what has actually Ikxii jiaid. 

• * • 

Resides, it is anotlicr step in the great .American capitalistic move¬ 
ment of “government by cornmission.” 

'Hie commissions arc appointed by the governor. .And there is at 
least no immediate dangci that a commission liostile to the public ser¬ 
vice corjxirations will Iw appointed. 

In this state, the L'ncle Ike reformers will see to that. Just watch 
the Milwaukee Free Press. 

And in other states they luve the same tyiie of fellows by other 
naines.

Yet we arc glad to note that there is a public opinion which forces 
legislatures—ami jiariiciilarly alsi the Wi.somsiti IcgUlaturc-—to jiasi a 
law putting the public utilities corporations under regulation. 

Because. 

A’cry soon llierc will be a light, in the courts ami nntsialc, whether 
a decision of anv of these comniis-sions is "reasonaldc" in the fixing of 
prices and whetlier it leaves "reasonable" profit. 

From this will fcillow a fight as to wlvat is to Iw cmisi'lered ai 
invested capital, whether merely, the jdiyskal property of these c<>n»r- 
ations on tlic basis of its actual cost, or whctlirr a rise m the price of 
these—for instance, of real estate—shall lie reckoned in the value of the 
property. . * . 

.And even more important than tlie prolnble outcome of this coo¬ 
lest is tfic fact that the justiheatUm of profit will be questioned. 

It is being qiieslioneil even noxv—not in principle, but only in aiipli- 
cation. 

But this will have a.iiscrpiciiccs which the originators of this mov^ 
meiit will only understand at a later <lay. Mr. Hill just hints at thia 
instioctivelv.

Ospo-- I to .‘iixialism 
standi Individualism—"Competitive Individualism." rlt insists on the 
doctrine that “miglrt make* right,” “thq, survival of^lii fittest.” and 
the "fittest" is understood to he Uie most craftv. thej-.'>t selfish—the 
most strenuous exploiter of his fellow nun. This systnii clamors for 
the imrestricted privilege of a few private individuals to own all the 
earth for their own pr^t, if they can. by man-maiM^tntutes, a«|uire 
such ownership. It insists on the right of private 'paincs to own all 
the public utilities—that no limit shall be init upon etheir power to 
monopolize lands, water, steam, electricity, all labor-*ai*'::g nuchiiiery—' 
in short all wealth-producing property, and tlieo Sxjllti- wages of the 
millions whom such monopolists may or mav not enm' -.

have without exception complained 
about the trouble that Milwaukee 
was constantly making them, fiver 
and over again, they have scohleii 
at the Milwaukee delegation be¬ 
cause they were not always a unit. 
Ami almost in every case these 
country memliers have sliown iin- 
patience and were always in a great 
hurry to get the Milwaukee meas¬ 
ures througli and out of the way. 

And. besides, the legislature vio¬ 
lated all its traditions and has ]ier- 
sistcntly tlisregardcd the wish of 
tile representatives of Milwaukee 
county upon Milwaukee measures. 
It has forced its theories of munici-

Milwaukee, whenever a re])resenta- 
tivc from any section of the state 
asks for certain action relative to 
bis locality, a measure which is 
purely local in its nature, the legis¬ 
lature always defers to the locality 
and gives its representatives wliai 
it asks. Not so, however, with Mil¬ 
waukee. 

Men from the farms, the country 
crossroads and the liackwoods. and 
the small villages of this .state, men 
wIhj never seem to have seen a great 
city, and certainly have never read 
a standard work on munici|>al gov¬ 
ernment. men who defer to the rcfi- 
resentatives of localities on every 
other question, seem to take particu- 
I lar pride in repudiating .self-govcm- 
i ment and forcing their finely drawn 
theories u(xm the (leople of Mil¬ 
waukee. 

Over and over again, these men 
have referred to Milwaukee and its 
(seople as incapable 0/ »elf-{fov«m- 
nicnt. While tlie tcmlency cverj-- 
where among tiinughtful legislatat-s 
is toward home nile for cities, here 
in Wisconsin this winter the ten¬ 
dency has been decidedly the other 
way.
